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Quaboag to negotiate insurance changes with union 


Teachers ask health 
plan to be untouched

WARREN - At its Oct. 19 
meeting, the Quaboag Region- 
al School Committee, after 
hearing from at least a dozen 
teachers and paraprofessionals 
as dozens more employees lis- 
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tened, voted to negotiate with 
teachers first to make cost sav- 
ings in employee health insur- 
ance costs. 

The vote also included the 
goal of finishing the current 
analysis of health insurance 
options be completed, but any 
changes negotiated with the 
union must be agreed upon by 
Feb. 1. If negotiations are not 
successful this schedule gives 
the district enough time to con- 


sider adopting a state law that 
would take health care insur- 
ance decisions out of the hands 
of the teachers’ union. 

Earlier in the Zoom confer- 
ence call meeting, which had 
about 85 people attending for 
much of it, there was a failed 
motion to adopt sections 21 to 
23 of state law Chapter 32B, 
which would allow it to remove 
decisions on employee health 
insurance from union negotia- 


tions. The sections would also 
have allowed the district to 
consider joining General Insur- 
ance Commission health plans 
or Massachusetts Interlocal In- 
surance Association-equivalent 
plans. The Group Insurance 
Commission provides health 
insurance to state and munici- 
pal employees. 

For the current Blue Cross 
Blue Shield plan, through 
MIIA, the district pays 
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$2,514,589, and employees 
$838,190, of the $3,352,758. 
The district has hired insur- 
ance consultant, Cook & Co. 
Insurance Services, of Marsh- 
field, which started work on the 
analyses on Sept. 28, to help 
determine what health insur- 
ance options are available and 
what kind of savings could 
be realized through changing 
plans.

STURBRIDGE —_ The 
Sturbridge Board of Select- 
men unanimously approved 
the grant agreement for a state 
grant for trails on river lands. 
They also authorized board 
chair Mary Blanchard to sign 
the agreement. 

The town approved $25,000 
at town meeting its share of 
a $50,000 for the state grant. 
The total amount of $75,000 
will be used to create three 
miles of smooth trail along 
river land. A member of the

She was seen in Barre around 
the farms and then nothing for 
two weeks but apparently, she 
was making her way back here.

She’s 
pretty clean and her leg is very 
sore, but we expected that.”

Active in the area of re- 
search, Dr. Casaubon 1s cur- 
rently involved in studying 
COVID-19 related delays on 
the upgrade rates of atypi- 
cal ductal hyperplasia. He 
recently published “Breast 
specific sensuality and ap- 
pearance satisfaction: <A 
comparison of present breast 
conserving surgery and nip- 
ple sparing mastectomy” in the Journal 
of the American College of Surgeons. 
Dr. Casaubon is board certified by the 
American Osteopathic Board of Sur- 
gery. 

He is a member of several profession- 
al organizations, including the Society 
of Surgical Oncology, American Society 
of Breast Surgeons, and DOCARE In- 
ternational. 

Dr. Casaubon has an interest in on- 
coplastics. “Oncoplastics is the new 
standard of care for women. While the 
main focus of what we do 1s eradicat- 
ing the cancer, there is no reason why 
women should be permanent deformity. 
Oncoplasty 1s applying advanced surgi- 
cal techniques to offer patients excellent 
aesthetic outcomes,” said Dr Casaubon. 

Among his many honors and awards, 
Dr. Casaubon was awarded First Place 
in the Scientific Writing and Research 
Competition at Wyckoff Heights Med-

ical Center, Global Medicine 
Honors Award from Rocky 
Vista University for his ded- 
ication and participation in 
global medical outreach. 

Dr. Casaubon has brought 
his experience and talent to 
other countries to treat those 
in need including work at the 
Hopital Sacre Coeur in M1- 
lot, Haiti, where he provided 
general, trauma and pediatric 
surgery through the CRUDEM Foun- 
dation and the Oversees Medical Assis- 
tance Team (OMAT), and at Nicaragua 
Rural Ambulatory Care Clinics in Leon, 
Nicaragua through Health Outreach 
for Latin America. He also opted for 
several foreign clinical rotations during 
his residency including a primary care 
elective rotation in Lilongwe, Malawi; a 
Spanish medical rotation in San Isidro, 
Costa Rica; and a Nepal global medi- 
cine elective rotation in Kumari/Kath- 
mandu, Nepal. 

“Working in other countries provides 
the opportunity to understand how 
medicine works elsewhere.

I think that is hugely important as an 
increased reliance on technology can set 
you up for difficulties if that technology 


breaks down,” said Dr. Casaubon. 

Outside of the hospital, Dr. Casau- 
bon keeps fit by participating in mar- 
athons, sailing and scuba diving. He 
recently placed fifth for age and 26th 
overall in the Lost Cat 50k Ultramar- 
athon last August. He also completed 
four marathons during residency train- 
ing including the New York City, Brook- 
lyn and Denver Marathons, as well as 
numerous half marathons during that 
time. As part of being out on the sea, 
Dr. Casaubon 1s certified by the Amer- 
ican Sailing Association in bareboat 
charter, coastal cruising and basic keel- 
boat operation and is certified by Pro- 
fessional Association of Diving instruc- 
tors (PADI) in enriched air (NITROX) 
and advanced open water scuba diving. 
An amateur photographer whose works 
have been shown, Dr. Casaubon’s in- 
terest in the hobby dates back to high 
school.

They are open to the general public. 

All the clinics run from 8 to 11 
a.m. and will be held in Parking Lot 
M next to HCC’s Bartley Center for 
Athletics and Recreation on the main 
campus at 303 Homestead Avenue. 
It is the same location where free 


COVID-19 testing is underway until 
Saturday, Oct. 31. The flu vaccines are 
free with most insurance, including 
MassHealth. 

Pre-registration is not required, 
but highly recommended to ensure 
sufficient supply. These are drive-up 
clinics, so there 1s no need to exit your 
vehicle. Free face masks will also be 
distributed on site. Appointments can 
be scheduled for 20-minute time slots 
by following the links on the HCC 
website to the CVS Pharmacy regis- 
tration pages for each day: hcc.edu/ 
flu. 





HCC extends COVID-19 testing 


HOLYOKE — Free COVID-19 test- 
ing at Holyoke Community College has 
been extended until Jan. 15. HCC has 
been serving as a “Stop the Spread” 
drive-through testing site since Aug. 26 
to help the state and the city of Holyoke 
reduce the spread of COVID-19. After 
two previous extensions, testing was set 
to end on Saturday, Oct. 31. It will now 
run through mid-January. Tests are be- 
ing conducted outside HCC’s Bartley 
Center for Athletics and Recreation and 
administered by Fallon Ambulance in 
partnership with the Holyoke Board of 
Health and the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health. 


Testing is available six days a week 
during the following hours: Monday 
from 7 to 11 a.m., Tuesday from 2-7 
p.m., Wednesday from 7 to 11 a.m., 
Thursday from 2-7 p.m., Friday from 
7 to 11 a.m. and Saturday from 7 to 11 
a.m. Testing are conducted on a first- 
come, first-serve basis. There are no ap- 
pointments and there is no cost for the 
tests and no referral is required. People 
should enter campus from Homestead 
Avenue and follow the signs to M Lot, 
adjacent to the Bartley Center, where in- 
car tests are being administered. Turn- 
around time for test results is typically 
four days or fewer.

Looking back at 
history in October

exas was in the middle HISTORY 
of its war forindepen- MATTERS 
dence from Mexico— 


and--in alarming need of protection for its 
spread-out settlers from the outlaws roaming 
its endless frontier. Finally, on Oct. 17, 1835, 
the government of the new republic stationed 
a police force -- the Texas Rangers -- to “range 
and guard the frontier between the Brazos and 
Trinity Rivers.” 

At first, the Rangers were ordinary citizens 
who supplied their own horses, weapons, and 
had the authority to maintain law and order in 
the republic even after Texas joined the Union 
as the 28th state in 1845. In the ensuing years, 
the Rangers garnered a legendary reputation 
for tracking down miscreants and, by 1935, 
they became the official police force of the 
state. The Rangers still wear the distinctive sil- 
ver Cinco Peso badge, today. 

The Grateful American Book Prize recom- 
mends Mike Cox’s “The Texas Rangers: Wear- 
ing the Cinco Peso, 1821-1900.” 

Erie Canal 

It took more than two years of plowing 
and digging to make the 425-mile Erie Canal 
connect middle America’s Great Lakes to the 
Atlantic Ocean, by way of New York’s Hud- 
son River. The prodigious project was start- 
ed in August 1823 and completed—tready for 
commerce--on Oct. 26, 1825. Although it was 
the pet project Gov. DeWitt Clinton, from 
New York, the concept of a waterway with 
such scope was originated by the Founding 
Fathers to unify America’s frontier with the 
original 13 colonies. 

The Erie Canal -- or Clinton’s Ditch, as it 
became known -- helped provide that relation- 
ship. As History.com describes it: “Settlers 
poured into western New York, Ohio, Mich- 
igan, Illinois, and Wisconsin. Goods were 
transported at one-tenth the previous fee in 
less than half the time. Barges of farm pro- 
duce and raw materials traveled east, as manu- 
factured goods and supplies flowed west.” 

The Grateful American Book Prize recom- 
mends Peter L. Bernstein’s “Wedding of the 
Waters: The Erie Canal and the Making of a 
Great Nation.” 

Civil rights 

The year 1950 was a breakthrough in the 
Civil Rights Movement; on Oct. 31st, Earl 
Lloyd became the first African American to 
play in the National Basketball Association 
for the Washington Capitols. Two other black 
players were also selected in the draft that 
year: Chuck Cooper was picked up by the 
Boston Celtics, and Nat “Sweetwater” Clif- 
ton was chosen by the New York Knicks, but 
those teams did not start their seasons until 
November. 

Suddenly, after seven games, the U.S. Army 
drafted Lloyd; by the time he was discharged, 
the Capitols were out of business, and so he 
signed with the Syracuse Nationals (later the 
Philadelphia 76ers), and later played for the 
Detroit Pistons. He became their scout, assis- 
tant coach, and in 1970, Lloyd was elevated to 
head coach—the first African American in the 
league in that position.

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Crocus: a great spring pick me up 


hen I was a kid we had 
WV crocus growing in a ~ 
rock garden behind our 
house. They bloomed religiously, 
year after year, with little effort on 
our part. As a young adult work- 
ing at Old Sturbridge Village, I saw 
a lot of crocus there, too. I loved 
to look for the bright yellows and 
purples in the Towne and Fitch 
gardens, and even inside the homes 
when they were forced into bloom 
in really neat porcelain hedgehogs, 
modeled after period forcing pots! Hedge- 
hogs aside, I haven’t had the same luck grow- 
ing crocus in my own garden. Let’s take a 
crash course on crocus culture so that this 
harbinger of spring will be happy enough to 
stick around in my landscape and yours. 

Crocuses are hardy throughout most of 
the continental United States, zones 3-8. 
Northern gardeners love that they tolerate 
frost so well, and given the right circum- 
stances will actually do better here than if 
planted in warmer climates. In fact, those 
who garden in the South often enjoy crocus 
for only a single season, making them more 
of an annual instead of the perennial we are 
accustomed to. 

Most crocus species prefer a location that 
mimics their native habitat: one in which 
winters are moist and summers are dry. This 
is because they, and others that fall under 
the category of “spring flowering bulbs,” go 
through a period of dormancy during the 
summer months. Since they are resting and 
not actively growing, they need to be kept 
dry; excess moisture will cause them to rot. 

A full sun to partial shade situation 1s 
best for crocus and will encourage them to 
produce prolific, strong blossoms. Remem- 
ber just how early in the season they bloom; 
many locations that wouldn’t work in sum- 
mer are just fine in March-, under deciduous 
trees, for example, since they have yet to pro- 
duce their leaves. 

Plant crocus corms in the autumn, at least 
4 to 6 weeks before the ground freezes solid.

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These “modified stems” should 
be sunk twice as deep as they are 
thick, usually about four inches 
underground. Keep them that 
same distance apart from one an- 
other. Sometimes it is difficult to 
tell which end is “up.” Examine 
the corm carefully and you will 
likely notice the start of a shoot 
or two poking through a fibrous, 
papery covering on one side and 
a base plate with the remnants of 
the previous year’s roots on the 
other. Now that you know what to look for, 
planting them correctly is easy. 

New crocus corms form above old corms 
each year. Keep a bed of crocus thriving 
by digging them up during dormancy and 
replanting them at the proper depth every 
third or fourth year. Tiny “cormlets” can be 
divided from the mother plant during this 
time as well. Usually they will take four or 
more years to produce blossoms. 

Crocus corms are especially tasty to ro- 
dents. There are all kinds of tactics one can 
use to try and keep the buggers from eating 
them. Some gardeners go through the trou- 
ble of making little cages out of chicken 
wire and planting the corms inside. Others 
surround the corms with sharp gravel to dis- 
courage the animal from digging them up. 
There are also a number of deterrents, nat- 
ural and otherwise, on the market that may 
be worth a try if you have a severe enough 
problem. 

Now that I’ve had a refresher course on 
the basic requirements for crocus growing, 
Pll likely try again. Hopefully you will too!

School shuts down sports, 
others join high-risk status

REGION — After three 
weeks of being named 
“high-risk” communities for 
COVID-19, Holyoke High 
School became the first school 
outside of Springfield’s schools 
to shut high school sports 
down. 

Not only has Holyoke High 
School shut down their sports, 
the remainder of the fall season 
has been officially cancelled ac- 
cording to a letter from Recetv- 
er/Superintendent Dr. Alberto 
Vazquez Matos. 

“The health and safety of 
our community must remain 
the top priority,” stated Matos 
in a letter to the school com- 
munity. “And any future plans 
for athletics must continue to 
adapt to evolving public health 
metrics. We are writing to in- 
form you that in consultation 
with the local Board of Health, 
and in alignment with City, 
State, and MIAA guidelines, 
the remainder of Holyoke High 
School’s fall sports season is 
canceled. This is unfortunate 
and extremely disappointing, 
especially for our student-ath- 


letes, coaches, and fans who 
were looking forward to a com- 
plete fall season. This move is 
necessary out of an abundance 
of caution. While difficult for 
all involved, our responsibili- 
ty is to keep our students and 
staff safe. 

“The City of Holyoke has 
been in the red category for 
three weeks, which represents 
four weeks of higher rates of 
spread of the coronavirus, 
largely due to small group 
gatherings where people are 
not following health and safety 
guidelines. Per the Department 
of Public Health, several other 
communities in the county are 
now also in the red category. 
HPS athletes and their fami- 
lies have been traveling to and 
playing in those communities 
as well.” 

Holyoke entered its third 
week in high-risk — status, 
though its rate of COVID cas- 
es had actually declined. Data 
was released late last Thursday 
night. The state had been up- 
dating its high-risk status map 
on Wednesdays. 

When Holyoke’s status went

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varsity players are seniors Ashton San- 
ford, Declan Joy, and Grant Petrosky, 
who isn’t able to play soccer this season 
because of an injury. 

South Hadley head coach Eric 
Castonguay hasn’t coached very many 
soccer players like McCurdy in the past. 

“Max is probably the most commit- 
ted soccer player that ’ve coached in my 
14 years at South Hadley High School,” 
Castonguay said. “He’s always working 
on drills by himself and he just loves soc- 
cer. He has a very high soccer IQ and he’s 
our vocal leader. He’s a very special soc- 
cer player.” 

The victory at Pathfinder improved 
South Hadley’s overall season record to 
4-0-1. The Tigers tied Belchertown 1-1, 
who are the defending Division 3 state 
champions on October 6. They also de- 
feated Amherst, Granby, and Palmer. 

The Tigers have qualified for the 
Western Massachusetts Division 3 tour- 
nament during the past two years, but 
they haven't been able to advance past 
the first round. There isn’t going to be a 
postseason tournament this fall because 
of COVID-19. 

“It’s disappointing that we’re not go- 


ing to have a chance to compete in the 
postseason tournament this year,” said 
Castonguay, who’s also the South Had- 
ley Athletic Director. ““We do have a very 
strong senior class and it would’ve been 
nice to see how we would’ve done in the 
tournament. We're going to play as hard 
as We can in every game this year.” 

The only highlight for the home team 
was the pre-game ceremony honoring the 
nine seniors. They are Gavin Baral Devin 
Bedard, Ryan Caron, Ethan Farrar, Nick 
Hein, Kieran Moe, Wyatt Siebert, Tom 
Swift, and Austin Tocci. 

“Seven of the nine seniors are four- 
year members of our soccer team,” said 
Pathfinder head coach Kevin Aldrich. 
“Theyre a great bunch of kids, but our 
backs have been up against the wall in al- 
most every game this year. 

The Pioneers (1-4), who aren’t playing 
any other vocational school’s this fall, 
lone victory was a 1-0 win at Ware. The 
other teams on their schedule are Mon- 
son, Palmer, Granby, Belchertown, and 
Amherst, who’s a Division | team. 

“Because of COVID, it was this sched- 
ule or no soccer at all this year,’ Aldrich 
said.

Sue Shillue, of Cook & Co., presented a few scenarios 
at a previous School Committee budget subcommittee 
meeting earlier this month. 

Before hearing from the teachers and paraprofes- 
sionals, School Committee member David Kirk ad- 
dressed the employees. “It’s not like we said, gee, we 
haven’t changed the insurance plans for awhile, let’s do 
that,” he said. “We’ve had a challenge with the budget 
for the last few years, and we’ve had to cut back to lev- 
el-funding.” Kirk also said the insurance portion for 
which the district pays is 13% of the district’s almost 
$18 million budget. “We have to take a look at it,” he 
said. 

Teachers against changes 

Teacher Amy Bacon said the Quaboag Education 
Association, which is the teachers’ union, has previ- 
ously been willing to work with the district to make 
money-savings changes through tough times. She said 
in the past the members agreed to go to urgent care 
centers when they could instead of going to emergency 
rooms to help lower costs. “We haven't just dug in and 
said we're not moving from this,” she said. 

Teacher Deb Provencher said the union has previ- 
ously found savings totaling $107,000 to help the dis- 
trict with costs. 

She also asked them if the insurance for town 
employees in Warren and West Brookfield might be 
changed as well to find savings, and School Committee 
Chairman Andrew Schwenker said a committee has 
been formed to research cooperative cost-savings, 1n- 
cluding insurance and bus transportation. It includes 
members of both town’s SelectBoards and members 
of the Quaboag School Committee. “Absolutely, that’s 
something that is being discussed,” he said. 

West Brookfield SelectBoard Chairman Dan Bidga 
agreed. “We will introduce this and start negotiations 
with the town’s employees,” he said. 

Affordability, coverage 

Teacher after teacher said their health insurance 
through Blue Cross Blue Shield provides them with 
top-notch care and no matter what the health issue, it 
provides excellent care at an affordable price. Several 
said it it weren't for the health insurance benefits, many 
teachers would leave because the district pays its teach- 
ers less than many area schools. 

First-grade teacher at West Brookfield Elementary 
School Judy Knight said her health plan was what gave 
her peace of mind and allowed her to concentrate on 


her family and her work as her family was presented 
with a number of health issues. She said she gave birth 
to premature triplets, one of which eventually needed 
open heart surgery, but she did not have to worry or 
take out a home equity loan, to be sure her children 
had good healthcare at an affordable price. 

“Tm losing sleep every night worrying about my 
healthcare,” she said. 

Teacher Kim Chaffee said any savings found in 
changing health plans would come “on the backs of 
retirees and on the backs of employees,” and urged the 
committee to reconsider looking at such savings. She 
said the committee was creating stress among both 
groups during a pandemic. 

Heather McCusick, a Warren Community Elemen- 
tary School teacher, said due to employees’ current 
health insurance, she did not worry about catastroph- 
ic events in her family, including a severe accident her 
husband experienced and a discovery that one of her 
children had a heart condition, with accompanying 
heart surgery. 

“IT implore you not to change the insurance,” she 
said. “Everything my colleagues have said rings true, 
and I echo each and every one of them.” 

Teacher Christopher Reilly urged the committee 
not to change the health insurance and said it was dif- 
ficult to put into words how comfortable having such 
insurance feels. 

“Please do not even consider it (adopting the state 
law), our health insurance is what we deserve,” said 
Christina Eddeston, who works at the middle high 
school. 

Schwenker said options should be explored because 
there if it hadn’t been for CARES Act money of be- 
tween $200,000 and $300,000 would have had to been 
cut and it couldn’t have meant staffing layoffs and cuts 
to programs. 

“We have to look at every possibility out there,” he 
said. 

Deadline 

Shillue said the negotiations would have to wrap 
up by Feb. 1 to carry out the 60 to 90-day processes 
associated with changing insurance plans. If negoti- 
ations were unsuccessful, the Committee would still 
have time to adopt the state regulations and proceed in 
picking a less expensive health insurance plan. 

Executive Session 

The School Committee ended the meeting by going 
into Executive Session to negotiations with the teach- 
ers’ union.

Starting with model year 2022, 
the proposed law would require man- 
ufacturers of motor vehicles sold in 
Massachusetts to equip any such vehi- 
cles that use telematics systems--systems 
that collect and wirelessly transmit me- 
chanical data to a remote server--with 
a standardized open access data plat- 
form. Owners of motor vehicles with 
telematics systems would get access to 
mechanical data through a mobile de-

With vehicle owner 
authorization, independent repair facil- 
ities (those not affiliated with a manu- 
facturer) and independent dealerships 
would be able to retrieve mechanical 
data from, and send commands to, the 
vehicle for repair, maintenance, and di- 
agnostic testing. Under the proposed 
law, manufacturers would not be al- 
lowed to require authorization before 
owners or repair facilities could access 
mechanical data stored in a motor vehi- 
cle’s on-board diagnostic system, except 
through an authorization process stan- 
dardized across all makes and models 
and administered by an entity unaffiliat- 
ed with the manufacturer. The proposed 
law would require the Attorney General 
to prepare a notice for prospective mo- 
tor vehicle owners and lessees explain- 
ing telematics systems and the proposed 
law’s requirements concerning access to 
the vehicle’s mechanical data. Under 
the proposed law, dealers would have to 
provide prospective owners with, and 
prospective owners would have to ac- 
knowledge receipt of, the notice before 
buying or leasing a vehicle. Failure to 
comply with these notice requirements 
would subject motor vehicle dealers to 
sanctions by the applicable licensing 
authority. Motor vehicle owners and in- 
dependent repair facilities could enforce 
this law through state consumer protec- 
tion laws and recover civil penalties of 
the greater of treble damages or $10,000 
per violation. A Yes vote would provide 
motor vehicle owners and independent 
repair facilities with expanded access to 
wirelessly transmitted mechanical data 
related to their vehicles’ maintenance 


and repair. A No vote would make no 
change in the law governing access to 
vehicles’ wirelessly transmitted mechan- 
ical data. 

Question 2 Do you approve of a law 
summarized below, on which no vote was 
taken by the Senate or the House of Rep- 
resentatives on or before May 5, 2020? 

Summary This proposed law would 
implement a voting system known as 
‘ranked-choice voting, in which voters 
rank one or more candidates by order 
of preference. Ranked-choice voting 
would be used in primary and general 
elections for all Massachusetts state- 
wide offices, state legislative offices, fed- 
eral congressional offices, and certain 
other offices beginning in 2022. Ranked- 
choice voting would not be used in elec- 
tions for president, county commission- 
er, or regional district school committee 
member. Under the proposed law, votes 
would be counted in a series of rounds. 
In the first round, if one candidate re- 
ceived more than 50 percent of the first- 
place votes, that candidate would be de- 
clared the winner and no other rounds 
would be necessary. If no candidate re- 
ceived more than 50 percent of the first- 
place votes, then the candidate or candi- 
dates who received the fewest first-place 
votes would be eliminated and, in the 
next round, each vote for an eliminat- 
ed candidate would instead be counted 
toward the next highest-ranked candi- 
date on that voter’s ballot. Depending 
on the number of candidates, additional 
rounds of counting could occur, with 
the last-place candidate or candidates 
in each round being eliminated and 
the votes for an eliminated candidate

going to the voter’s next choice out of 
the remaining candidates. A tie for last 
place in any round would be broken by 
comparing the tied candidates’ support 
in earlier rounds. Ultimately, the can- 
didate who was, out of the remaining 
candidates, the preference of a majority 
of voters would be declared the winner. 
Ranked-choice voting would be used 
only in races where a single candidate 1s 
to be declared the winner and not in rac- 
es where more than one person 1s to be 
elected. Under the proposed law, if no 
candidate received more than 50 percent 
of first-place votes in the first round, 
the rounds of ballot-counting necessary 
for ranked-choice voting would be con- 
ducted at a central tabulation facility. At 
the facility, voters’ rankings would be 
entered into a computer, which would 
then be used to calculate the results of 
each round of the counting process. 
The proposed law provides that candi- 
dates in a statewide or district election 
would have at least three days to request 
a recount. The Secretary of State would 
be required to issue regulations to 1m- 
plement the proposed law and conduct 
a voter education campaign about the 
ranked-choice voting process. The pro- 
posed law would take effect on Jan. 1, 
2022. A Yes vote would create a system 
of ranked-choice voting in which voters 
would have the option to rank candi- 
dates in order of preference and votes 
would be counted in rounds, eliminating 
candidates with the lowest votes until 
one candidate has received a majority. 
A No vote would make no change in the 
laws governing voting and how votes are 
counted.
